It has been a tremendous rush this week, but 
despite everything, I am finding time to write you 
again.

The new airport Administra- 
tion building opened, and toward the end of the 
week the weather turned cold. There is plenty of 
action here.

Monday 


The outstanding matter of interest today was the 
grand Victory Loan parade. The words “mam- 
moth” and “gigantic” are mistreated and over- 
worked in describing large events. But really, 
they do fit in this case. There were 5,000 men and 
women on parade—and they certainly looked 
splendid. You should have heard the cheers as 
the big parade swung east on Jasper headed by 
the snappy young bugle band of the 2nd (Reserve) 
Battalion, Edmonton Fusiliers. There were army, 
navy and air force men, and all looked wonderful. 
And the “Cwacks” looked mighty good, too. There 
were nine bands in the show. The 2nd (Reserve) 
Battalion, Edmonton Regiment, and the R.C.A.F. 
marched six abreast, while the rest of the units 
marched in column of route, 

The Victory Loan itself got away to a good start 
with a flood of applications for bonds. Hon. James 
A. MacKinnon, minister of trade and commerce, 
who had returned over the week-end, gave an in- 
terview in which he expressed appreciation of all 
he saw. 

The test blackout held Sunday night was re- 
ported a great success. The whole of northern 
Alberta was included in the area, and airplanes 
and air raid wardens reported very few lights 
showing.

Tuesday 


First day reports of the Victory Loan drive re- 
vealed that $513,750 was subscribed here on Mon- 
day. It was Ladies’ Day, and men of the armed 
services escorted women desiring to buy bonds, to 
the counters. The women had pictures taken with 
the boys, and the whole thing was a treat for the 
participants and more jingle-jangling in the cash 
registers. 

Teachers in the Vegreville school division, and 
including the town of the same name, will go on 
strike Nov. 2 unless the Board abides by the find- 
ings of the Board of Arbitration before that time. 
This is a dispute of considerable standing.

The “Second Front?” 


Field Marshal Rommel is said to have 
been given full command of all Axis forces 
in the Mediterranean area, including the 
Italian fleet.

Laboring under the same delu- 
sion which obsesses our friend 
Krushkov, the enemy also takes the 
twittering of political crows and 


structure—we have strictly limited 
means. They are the means at the 
disposai of Britain and the British 
world China, Russia, gnd America, 
| Those are enormous means—ineans 
| sufficient to remove slavery from 
the site and erect a world of free- 
dom. 

But we are now quarreling about 
the architecture’ of the building— 
before we have possession of the 
site. Some say we don't care for 
the British style—it’s outmoded; 
|others dislike the Russian style— 
they say, “Let the Russians build a 
tower of their own, but don’t let 
them participate in our world 
building.”

This already has happened in this 
war three times: al Munich, with 
the abandoning of the Franco-Rus- 
sian alliance; at Moscow, with the 
| signing of the Russo-German pact, 
and in the spring of 1940 when 
France abandoned the project and 
even—to all purposes—went over to 
the other builders 

If we review the history of this 
epochal struggle, one thing stands 
out—namely, that the Axis has won 
its major victories by politics. It 
| has managed to divide and strike, 
thus picking off one victim after 


| another The breaking of the 
France - Russian pact destroyed 
France; the making of the Russo-! 


German pact almost destroyed Rus- 
sia: and the breaking of any of our 
| present alliances, or even the seri- 
ous crippling of those alliances, can 
destroy every one of us 

There are three different hordes 
of termites working consciously or 
unconsciously for the Axis in all 
countries. In our own, there are 
the Isolationists, who care for none 
of the alliances, and believe that 
America can stand alone and build 
her own tower in any kind of world 

There are those who 


support the Russian and Chinese 
}alliance but regard Britain as a 
{conditional ally —“We'll fight with 


you if you do what we say.” 

And there are those who regard 
Russia as a liability instead of an 
asset.

Patients with hemorrhoids, or 
piles, frequently say nothing about 
their discomfort, preferring to suf- 
fer in silence. This attitude while 
easily understood, prevents relief 
from being obtained. The distress 
which may ‘be endured from hemor- 
rhoids is avoidable inasmuch as this 
disorder may often be relieved in a 
satisfactory manner. 

A hemmorrhoid is a swelling pro- 
duced in the rectal region by an 
unnatural stretching of a vein. It 
may become sore, tender and raw, 
and may protrude or “come down.” 
In the bleeding type of hemorrhoid, 
there is an escape of blood. 

In severe cases, hemorrhoids are 
capable of causing a great deal of 
distress while the patients are walk- 
ing or standing. Due to the presence 
of many sensitive nerves in the last 
few inches of the intestinal tract, 
hemorrhoids are likely to become 
extremely painful. The pains are 
described in various ways by the 
patient, as boring; gnawing, bearing 
down, and so on, In some cases, an 
itching sensation is noticed. 

One of the factors in the situation 
usually not understood by the lay- 
man is that hemorrhoids may con- 
tribute to a large degree to what is 
called “nervousness.” A rectal irri- 
tation of this kind will often pro- 
duce nervous symptoms which may 
seem to have no connection with 
the rectal trouble. It a patient is 
being bothered with any form of 
nervousness it is imperative that all 
irritation at the rectum should be 
removed before a complete recov- 
ery is expected. 

Constipation is the chief cause of 
hemmorrhoids, although the fre- 
quent use of laxatives is also an 
important factor in the cause of 
rectal irritation of this kind. Hem- 
orrhoids may also be found in those 
who are prolapsed, and in women 
having a history of having borne 
many children, 

When hemmorhoids have reached 
the first stages the patient may be 
| able to help himself at home to a 
large extent by adopting measures 
which will correct constipation. by 
the use of a local treatment con- 
| sisting of the application of ice, and 
| by soothing the inflamed membrane 
| with cocoa butter. As soon as all 
| symptoms disappear, it is yot meces- 
| sary to continue the ice treatment,
